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UTM-TVA join forces to improve education

l 1 M s Schools of Education anil 
Arts and Sciences, in conjuncture 
with Tennessee Valley Authority, 
will coordinate a three-phase 
Science and Mathematics 
Enrichment Project in an effort to 
improve the quality of science and 
mathematics instruction in public 
schools. 

“TVA and the schools of 
Education and Arts and Sciences 


are combining efforts to provide 
needed training in the fields of 
science and mathematics." said 
Dr. George Drew, dean of UTM's 
School of Education. 

According to Drew, there has 
been a documentable decline in the 
number of people preparing to 
teach in secondary schools. 

The project between UTM and 
TV A will significantly improve 
the school systems of West 
Tennessee, and the credentials of 
science and mathematics teachers 
will be enhanced, according to 
UTM Chancellor Charles Smith. 


"Together." said Smith, “we 
(UTM and TVA) stand on the 
cutting edge of a national effort to 
improve science and mathematics 
education.” 

According to Smith. UTM and 
TVA are using this opportunity to 
address the growing national 
problem of a shortage of certified 
science and mathematics teachers 
in elementary and secondary 
schools. 

"This is a problem that must be 
resolved if this nation is to remain 
strong and free," said Smith. 

According to Eleanor Rooks, 
assistant commissioner of 
education in Tennessee, the UTM 
TVA program “allows a positive 
approach to a critical need." 

"Teaching is an honored and 
important profession." said TVA 
general manager Bill Willis, "and 
from our perspective at TVA, it is 
the responsibility of government, 
business and all levels of the 
educational community to 
identify, support, and promote an 
interest in rebuilding our schools.” 


Kooks noted that the project 
fulfills two comjionenls of Guv. 
Igtmar Alexander’s Better Schools 
Urogram by requiring high school 
students to receive more math and 
science credit and by establishing 
centers of excellence. 

The project provides scholarship 
opportunities for science and 
mathematics instruction for 
public school teachers in grades K- 
12 . 

Phase one of the project will 
concentrate on teachers who have 
been previously certified with 
minimal science and mathematics 
preparations and want to improve 
their proficiency in one of the two 
areas, according to Dr. Maurice H. 
Field, UTM acting dean of 
graduate affairs and research and 
director of the project. 

"The second phase will invoUe 
students who have earned junior 
standing and are seeaing 
certification in secondary school 
science, secondary school 
mathematics or proficiency in 
science and mathematics in 


Grant brings $350,000

"UTM almost doubled their own 
Title III Grant from around 
$190,000 last year to approxi¬ 
mately $350,000 this year,” said 
Dr. Doug Blom of UTM’s Institu¬ 
tional Research Department. 

A Title III Grant is awarded by 
the United States Department of 
Education under the institutional 
aid program. The grant provides 
multi-year funding of institutional 
development programs. These 
programs focus on strengthening 
both the academic and non- 
academic services of the 
institution. 

This Title III Grant isafiveyear 
non-renewable grant, and over the 
past six years UTM has received 
over $1.8 million from this grant 
program. 

While there was talk in 
Washington D.C.ofdisbanningthe 
U.S. Dept, of Education, 
legislation passed a bill making 
this five-year grant non 
renewable. This would mean that 
after 1986 UTM would never again 
be able to receive this grant. Since 
the U.S. Dept, of Education wasn't 
disbanned. there is a chance for 
amending the bill so that 


institutions that have received this 
grant could re-apply after a 
certain time period. 

The University is presently 
working with Sen. Jim Sasser. 
Sen. Howard Baker and Rep. Ed 
Jones in trying to amend this bill. 

There are six principal areas the 
money will be used for: 

(1) faculty development- 
updating our current faculty 
members on the latest advances in 
their field. 

(2) the development and 
education of minority faculty 
members. By 1987. the adminis¬ 
tration hopes to have three new- 
black faculty members on staff 
here. These new faculty members 
will be chosen from a nation wide 
selection of bright young men and 
women looking for a lifetime 
career in teaching. 

(31 more computer hardware for 
administration to help with 
registration and other depart¬ 
mental needs. There is also a 
possibility of more terminals 
located at various places around 
campus. 

(4) assistance for accreditation 
in both the school of business and 
the Communication Department. 
This is a long-term goal to be 
hopefully completed in the next 
five years. 

(5) grant-writing activities for 


faculty members. This phase is to 
teach faculty members how to 
apply to industries, businesses and 
organizations asking for grants. 

(6) assistance for further 
development in upper division 
writing courses in the English 
Department, along with lower 
division critical thinking courses 
in the psychology, sociology' and 
religious studies department. 

Each of the six areas has a 
supervisor that makes regular 
progress reports to the office of 
institutional research here at 
UTM. Then this office annually 
submits a report to the U.S. Dept 
of Education which makes sure we 
are doing what we said we were 
going to do. 

To receive this grant, UTM 
submitted an application in 
national corrmetition with over 700 
other colleges. Last year was the 
first year of this five-year 
program. The year runs from Oct. 
1—Sept. 30. 

The amount of money the 
institution receives is determined 
by (1) how much the institution did 
the first year with that grant and 
(2) plans that are made for the 
future. UTM doubled its grant: 
evidently the administration did 
an excellent job last year and has 
some great plans for the future.

association with an elementary 
certification, continued Field. 

"1 he final phase «»f the project, 
said Field, "will involve entering 
freshmen seeking certification in 
secondary school science. 


secondary school mathematics or 
proficiency in science and 
mathematics in association with 
an elementary certification.”

Concerts 

Are they worth it?

Fart: The guest ion of whether or not Martin's SGA will continue to 
s/iunsur conceits is currently up in the air. 

And the students are the only ones who cun decide. 


“Not many students realize the 
expense of getting a concert to 
come to campus," said SGA 
President Reginald Williams. 

Scheduling a concert is more 
than just inviting a group to come 
and play. In addition to the artists’ 
fee. there is the hospitality fee. 
lighting costs, electricians, stage 
crew and maintenance costs to 
consider. Then there’s the money 
spent on security and support 
staffs. Not to mention what’s 
allocated for printing, service 
ticket outlets, mailouts and 
advertising. 

"SGAs across the state are just 
not involved anymore because if 
the concerts aren’t successful, then 
they can wipe out the entire year's 
budget," Williams explained. 

"We also have to worry about the 
competition of nearby cities that 
can attract the big name groups 
and the large crowds." 

A common complaint from 
students on the Martin campus is 
that there are no BIG name 
concerts who ever play here. But 
what students don't realize is that 
the big names cost and thoy almost 
always cost more than 1 I M can 
afford to pay. 

For example, getting the Police 
to put on a concert would cost 
$250.01X1. That comes out to over 
$70 a ticket. I .overhoy asks $40,000 
and Michael Jackson wants 
$75,000. 

As if the price alone weren’t 
intimidating enough. UTM also 
experiences several other 
difficulties when it comes to 
attracting big names. 

For one thing, the fieldhouse 
only seats 3500 and many acts 
aren't willing to consider playing 
to that small of an audience. 

Being relatively close to 
Memphis where name acts appear 
regularly, it is difficult to gauge 


community and campus supj'Ori. 
And without such support.,.. 

SGA also works against the 
clock to properly promote the 
concerts they attract. They have to 
budget time spent on promotions 
as opposed to time spent on other 
projects. 

Consideration must also be given 
to securing the facility, contracts 
with the acts, getting the approval 
of the SGA Congress, working 
with an unsuitable staging area as 
well as working with agents. 


“In order for any major show 
that we do to tie financially 
successful, it must be supported by 
at least 1200 UTM students." 
Williams explained. 

"If we get a group in the range of 
$10,000 to $15,000. we can 
generally hold our own. Anything 
over $15,000 and we have to rely on 
promoters to come in and do the 
concert for us. 

“If an agency helps bring in the 
concert, then that's fine. An agency 
brought in Hank Williams Jr. last 
year and took care of it entirely 
But if we have to take all the risks 
ourselves, there's only so far that 
we re willing to stick our necks 
out." 

And they may have done just 
that with the upcoming 
Quarterflash concert. 

With less than a week t . the 
concert, ticket sales are not going 
as well as they have with 
comparable concerts in past years. 

“We are definitely at a 
crossroads here." said David 
Belote of Campus Recreation 

"If we don't get the support that 
we need from the students, then 
they are telling us they don't want 
concerts. 


Is tins what the students are 
saying? 

Williams feels that school just 
starting, books and fees having to 
be paid, the short publicity period 
and the rumors that tickets have 
already been sold out have 
contributed to poor sales. 

But the fact remains that if SGA 
loses money on this concert, it 
could adversely affect the 
activities budgeted for the 
remainder of this school year as 
well as the future prospects of 
concerts on campus. 

Both SGA and Campus Rec 
agree that they would like to 
continue with the concerts, but 
that if support from the students 
isn’t coming, their efforts will need 
to be redirected into more positive 
areas. 

"There’s got to be a stopping 
point somewhere." Williams said. 

"In order to continue having 
concerts. SGA is considering 


one or two dollars that would go 
either into a concert fund or be 
used for small entertainment 
ventu res. 

“In that way. we could have the 
risk money we need to fall back on 
so that we could guarantee the 
students a good concert." the SGA 
president explained. 

The activities fee stands at $7. 
But. as Williams reminds us. many 
other schools have fees of $20 to 
$40 

St 1A is now in the midst of door 
to-door campaigning as well as a 
telephone canvass. A display with 
Quarterflash music has been set up 
in the cafeteria, and Congress 
members are getting the word out 
to organizations and professors: 
Quarterflash tickets are available 
at $9 for the first 1000 student 
tickets. $10.50 after that and 
$11.50 the day of the show. 

But no matter how hard Cabinet 
and Congress work to promote 
concerts, the decision on whether 
or not to have them still remains in 
the hands of every UTM student. 

So it’s up to you now. students

"Things are going so smoothly, it’s scary," said SGA president Reggie 
Williams when asked about fraternity/police relations. 

We were surprised also, but it was a pleasant surprise. 

Before school started, members of the Martin Police Department got 
together with representatives from the fraternities to talk things over and 
try to reach some kind of agreement. 

After all the turmoil that the MPD has gone through in recent months, it 
is encouraging to see that they are willing to try to work things out with the 
fraternities. It is so easy for students to say (and sometimes justly) that the 
City of Martin gives them a hard time even though students contribute 
quite a lot of money to the local economy. This meeting, along with the city’s 
cooperation in conjunction with the new physical fitness trail, may be a long 
overdue indication of the city’s willingness to cooperate with the University 
community. 

The fraternities should also be commended for their willingness to 
comply with the MPD’s regulations. Their proposed solutions to the after¬ 
party litter problem are good ideas, and we hope that they will follow 
through on the problem because the trash IS an eye-sore. The fraternities 
have to comply with the litter and noise regulations or suffer the 
consequences, but they went the extra mile in going along with the 
administration’s suggestion to not have parties during Freshman Studies 
Week although it meant a loss of income for the fraternities. Some 
' fraternities regret that they did not have the parties, but they should realize 
that over 90 percent of the freshmen aren’t old enough to drink, and by not 
having the parties they avoided the chance of getting into a lawsuit that 
could do more damage to their bank account than the loss of income from 
the party. We also hope that they check IDs at future parties to avoid any 
unfortunate incidences. UTM should be proud of its greeks: they don t fit 
the stereotypical “hell-raiser” image that greeks on other campuses have; 
they are (for the most part) responsible and involved students. 

Finally, the SGA is due a pat on the back. While past administrations 
have done good things for students, few administrations have been so 
visible. It is not only important to look out for the student's interests, but to 
also let students know what has been done to help them. The meeting was 
called by the SGA president and is just one of the examples of SGAs 
projects. They are doing more little things for the students like working 
with the Pacer Pal program and putting up huge banners to remind 
students of drop/add dates to name a few. We hope that they will continue to 
be as dynamic for the rest of the year.

The Philadelphia (Wheeze Kids) 
Phillies, winners of the National

the World Series. 

Los Angeles won the regular season 
series 11-1. The Phillies are on a roll, 
having won 11 straight lately, to run 
off with the East. Los Angeles hosts the 
first two games with the final three 
games, if necessary, being played in 
Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia is a veteran team with 
many of its players having play-off 
experience. Their line-up is dominated 
with future Hall of FkMerS Steve ' 
Carlton, Mike Schmidt, Pete Rose and 
Joe Morgan. 

Schmidt hit only .255 but had 40 
homers, 109 RBI’s, scored 104 runs 
and played his usual Golden Glove 
third base. 

Carlton has not had a Cy Young 
season, but he did win number 300 and 
can be counted on in the play-offs. 

Rose struggled all year and was 
replaced by Len Matuszek during the 


stretch drive for the pennant. 

Matuszek is ineligible for the 
playoffs because he was placed on the 
roster after Sept. 1. 

Morgan has been the hottest player 
in the league to date. His average was 
below .200 at the all-star break and is 
now up to .231 with 16 homers and 59 
RBIs. 

The biggest surprise for the Phillies 
is John Denny. His statistics for the 
year are 18-6 with a 2.43 ERA. 

Denny deserves to win the Cy Young 
Award in the National League. 

Other key players are Greg Gross 
(.307, 29 RBI) who will play against 
right-handed pitchers, Ivan Dejesus 
(.254, 45 RBI), Gary Matthews (.259, 
49 RBI) and Garry Maddox (.280, 29 

The Dodgers are loaded with young 
players. Gone from last year's team are 
Steve Garvey, Ron Cey, and Terry 
Forster. 

They were replaced by rookies Greg 
Brock. Mike Marshall, and others. 

Pedro Guerrero moved from 
rightfield to third base. He hit .294 
with 32 homers and 102 RBI: however, 
he committed 31 errors. 


Steve Sax. who is always in the 
action, plays second base and is the 
Dodger’s lead-off hitter. This season he 
hit .279, stole 55 bases and scored 92 
runs. He had trouble throwing the ball 
and committed 30 errors. 

The Dodger pitching staff led the 
National League with an ERA of 3.11. 

Their starting rotation is one of the 
best with Fernando Valenzuela, 14-10, 
3.78; Jerry Reuss, 12-11, 2.86; Bob 
Welch, 15-11, 2.65; and probably 
Alejandro Perra. 12-9, 2.75. 

Rick Honeycutt, 2-3, 5.97, who was 
acquired from the Texas Rangers 
during the season, will probably go to 
the bullpen. 

The key to the series will be Los 
Angeles young players. Play-offs are a 
new ball game, and pressure can make 
or break these youngsters.

Elections to the Rhodes Scholarships will be held in all states in 
December. 1983. Scholars-elect will enter Oxford University in October. 
1984. 

“Outstanding academic performance as well as good character and 
leadership abilities are taken into consideration when awarding these 
prestigious scholarships.” said Dr. Hutson. "Appointments to the Rhodes 
are made for two years with a possible third year if the scholar's record at 
Oxford and plan of study warrants the extension." 

Rhodes Scholars receive all approved fees, paid directly to the Scholar’s 
College, plus a maintenance allowance every year, paid directly to the

Pf. Robert Trotter addressed this 
issue as it relates to the arts and 
education in a public seminar last 
Monday night at the Harriet Fulton 
Performing Arts Theatre. 

Trotter has been recognized asoneof 
the foremost authorities on the arts 
in higher education and in a brilliant 
program, he defined the arts as a 
useful tool to aid in this identity 
problem that everyone faces. 

Dr. Trotter asserted that as 
individuals in todays complicated 
society of problems, decisions, and 
responsibilities, we sometimes put 
imaginary masks over our identities 
inside in a vain attempt to hide 
ourselves from the rest of the 
onlooking world. 

For example an analytical mask, 
containing the quality of academically 
analyzing the world while keening a 


responding self to his reflecting self. 

In Trotter’s opinion, this mask-type 
method to deal with identity proves to 
be ineffective. Instead, he names four 
ways the arts provide a vehicle for 
seeing the “pattern that connects.” 

Secondly, the arts provide a means 
in which one can establish a continuity 
of time and space. For instance, 
feelings we get from a piece of music 
are the same feelings, perhaps, that 
others experienced years ago from teh 
same work. 

Thirdly, the arts connect a work of 
art to cultural values. 

Lastly, the arts help to connect 
people to each other. 

Dr. Trotter, in a very practical 
application, shows us how music can 
help us find identity in the world 
around us. 

Trotter asserts the need for us as

individuals to incorporate a “spectrum 
of values” where we stop categorizing 
and criticizing the arts as good or bad, 
but try. instead, to keep an open mind. 

First of all, we must allow the body 
to move according to instinctive 
impulses or feelings we get from the 
music. 

Secondly, we relate our movements 
to a particular mood. 

Then the spirit or mood is related to 
our culture and those values are 
applied to the question of identity. For 
instance, how does this mood of mine, 
invoked by the music, relate to my 
culture? 

Trotter expressively stated 


“Hopefully, the arts in higher 
education will not become so 
stereotyped of practical function in the 
world that it is not open to inquiring 
minds of students." 

Dr. Trotter emphasizes the 
importance of a broad outlook on a 
globgl-scale image. That is 
everywhere, and keeping in close 
touch with every aspect of just being 
human. 

To him, the arts are a vital part ol 
finding identity as he submits. "The 
arts remind me that if I have but one 
virtue, it is gratitude for the wonder 
and mystery I constantly get from the 
arts!”

This week’s SGA movie is The 
Beach Girls, which is everything the 
title implies. So, instead of trying to do 
a serious review of it—which would be 
a lot like analyzing a sneeze—I’m 
devoting my space this week for my 
final—honest—words on the “Star 
Wars” experience (at least until the 
next movie comes out) 

With Star Wars, The Empire 
Strikes Back and Return of the Jedi 
now all before is, and with all the loose 
ends neatly tied up, George Lucas’ 
monumental space saga can now be 
considered as a whole. And whether he 
completes his plans to film all nine 
episodes—which he is more than a 
little uncertain about, according to a 
“Rolling Stone” interview—he has 
already given us a true cultural 


landmark. 

And now would seem an appropriate 
time to answer the question of, “what 
makes the series so popular?” 

It’s more than just the surface flash 
and action, although that does 
contribute to it. 

Before Star Wars, science-fiction 
was pretty “serious,” dealing with 
heavy ideas and suffused with an 
irritating intellectual pretentiousness. 

This brainier-than-thou attitude 
was exemplified in Stanley Kurbick s 
2001: A Space Odyssey, a movie that 
challenged the viewer to play a game 
of “find-the-plotline” in its final 
moments, which consisted of little 


more than a special-effects showcase 
for camera wizard Douglas Trumbull. 

Then along comes Lucas, with a 
movie that says, “Hey man, this is just 
plain fun.” 

Star Wars pulled off the almost- 
impossible trick of updating the 
innocence and unpretentiousness of 
the 1940s serials, without having it 
degenerate into camp, parody or 
cynicism. As a result, the audience 
accepted the film on its own terms, as a 
flashy, effects-filled live-action comic 
book. ... 4 

But there's more to it than that, and 
it becomes apparent when viewing all 
three films as one story. The 
characters, often criticized as one¬ 
dimensional, become much more vital 
when you consider the changes from 
one film to the next. 

The most Obvious change, 
appropriately, is in the character of 


the hero, Luke Skvwalker. The Luke 
we meet on Tattooine in Star Wars is 
not the same Luke we leave on Endor 
in Return of the Jedi. 

He has grown from a naive, 
impulsive boy to a confident, brave 
man—and we, the audience, watched 
it happen. 

We were with him when he lost his 
family, when he learned the truth 
about his father and sister, when he 
destroyed the Death Star and when he 
finally confronted Darth Vader and 
the Emperor. We literally watched 
him grow up, over a period of six years, 
and we, the audience, have grown with 
him. 


The other major character 
development is in that of Darth Vader. 
By the end of the story, he is no longer 
the villian, but a tragic hero—a victim 
of the manipulation of the true villian, 
the Emperor. 

Although this has upset some 
people—Vader really was the most 
vivid villain the screen has ever 
produced—it makes him a much more 
interesting character. 

But still, lots of action and good 
characterization can’t justify the fact 
that people go to see these movies again 
gnd again. It's gotto be something else. 

There is the philosophical center of 
the films, the elemental spirit called 
the “Force.” 

Lucas says that he distilled it from 
the common denominators of all 
organized religion, coming up with 
something that put one in touch with 
nature, enabled them to perform great 
physical feats and alter the 
perceptions of weaker minds. 

The “Force” was personified in the 
little gnome. Yoda, whose diminutive 
stature concealed a power that could 
move mountains. 

But as a philosophy to live by, the 
“Force” is admittedly a little thin. It 
just plain doesn’t exist, and no amount 
of wishing can make it so. So that can’t 
be the secret of the success of Star 
Wars. 

The secret—at least, what kept me 
going back—is in the basic affirmation 
of the human spirit Luke Skywalker is 
such a great hero because he's Such a 
nice guy. By the time the story is over, 
he has defeated a great technological 
Empire, turned Han Solo from a self- 
centered smuggler to a fervent Rebel 
leader (admittedly with Leia’s help) 
and brought his own father back from 
the “Dark Side of the Force.”

And he does all this by standi ng firm 
to his beliefs. He defeats the evil 
Emperor by not fighting, by not using 
violence to stop violence. By refusing to 
fight, he reawakens the spark of 
humanity within his father, who 
manages to perform one final, heroic 
act. 

Lucas stated that he made these 
movies for kids. But what he 
accomplished was to reawaken the 
“kid” in everyone, from age 9 to 90.1 
enjoy an important and serious movie 
as much as anyone—but .new, ever 
underestimate the power andvalue of 
fmi

“We also want to get our dumpster 
replaced. As of now we have to carry 
our garbage across campus to the 
dumpster at Humanities,” White 
commented. 

White explained that the contract 


for completion of the construction had 
an erding date of Oct. 31. He felt that 
there was no way to complete the 
project by that time due to several 
hold-ups. 

“The primary hold-up is that we 
have to have the proper papers signed 
by the Dept of Transportation. Also 
many different groups have to approve 
the construction design for 
everything." White added. 

White felt that because one state 
agency held up another it would not be 
possible to complete the work by the 
proposed deadline. 

“We will logically ask for an 
extension, and we will logically be 
granted one.” concluded White. 

So for the next few months when 
driving down University Street, 
remember: the mess is all for a very 
good cause. 


“it's going to get messy before it gets 
better.” said Ed Neil White, assistant 
to the chancellor for facilities and 
planning, regarding a construction 
contract to extend the steam lines 
which service Gooch across Highway 
22 to the new Agriculture Pavilion. 

UTM has a contract with Sunnyslopc 
Mechanical Contractors, a firm 
located in Huntingdon, to extend these 
steam lines by building a new steam 
tunnel 6 feet tall and 5 feet wide 
underneath Highway 22 (University 
Street). 

According to White, the lines will 
lead from one steam manhole near 
Gooch (where the hole in the ground 
currently is) to another manholeon the 
other side of the road near the football 


Building the tunnel will naturally 
obstruct normal traffic flow. White 
explained that they will have to divert 
traffice from four lanes to two lanes. 
The crew will cut through one side, fix 
that and then move to the other side. 

“We will just go from island to 
island, according to how the Highway 
Dept, dictates.” said White.
